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WHAT'S BEHIND THE 
CURRENT CONGO PROBLEM? 


On September 13, 1961, shocking news came out that United Nations forces had attacked Ka- 
tanga Army units in Elisabethville. Newspaper reports described this U.N. move as an “unprecedented 
action.” A United Press International news dispatch of September 15, 1961, in the Tulsa TRIBUNE 
newspaper said: 


“The action of the multi-nation U.N. forces, on the organization’s own decision, was without 
parallel. Even in the Korean War, the United Nations acted only as a marshaling agency for a West- 
ern action against Communist aggression .. .” 


In a speech on the floor of the Senate on September 13th, after this alarming news was released, 
Senator Thomas Dodd of Connecticut said: 


“It is not the business of the United Nations Army, financed largely by United States money, to 
go about overthrowing anti-Communist governments and installing pro-Communist coalition govern- 
ments. There is absolutely nothing in the Charter of the United Nations or in the resolutions of the Se- 
curity Council which authorizes the actions taken by the U.N. command in the Congo over the past 
several weeks.” 


U.N. FORCES COALITION GOVERNMENT 


It is important to look at some of the pertinent background facts relating to this tragic situation 
which caused Senator Dodd to complain as he did in the speech from which we quoted above. The U.N. 
forced a coalition government in the Congo which was described as follows in a report in Newsweek 
magazine of August 14th: 


“For seven days, 201 members of the Congo Parliament had been held under virtual arrest . . . 
Swedish forces of the U.N. Emergency Force had surrounded their meeting place with a high, electri- 
fied fence and refused to let anyone out. The U.N.’s object was to force the Parliamentarians to stay in 
session long enough to endorse a new Congo government. The technique paid off, as last week the 
Congo got a ‘government of national unity.’ ” 


Here is an important technique which all Americans should remember in relation to the Congo 
situation. The standard Communist technique for taking over governments has been first, infiltration; 








then coalition government; then the takeover. It was 
used in China, in Czechoslovakia and in other nations. 
Keeping that fact in mind, we need to examine the 
coalition government formed in the Congo by the 
UN. 


SPECIALLY TRAINED LEADERS 


Vice Premier Gizenga of this coalition gov- 
ernment is a Prague-trained Communist and so 
is his Minister of the Interior. The Minister of 
Justice was appointed by Gizenga, and anyone 
who understands Communism knows that he 
would have to be like-minded. Through an 
agreement with Prime Minister Adoula, the 
Communist stooge Gizenga was given the right 
to designate also the Minister of Defense, the 
Commander In Chief of the Armed Forces, and 
the Ambassador to the U.N. from the Congo. 


Prime Minister Adoula, who is considered a neu- 
tralist, appointed Egide Bochely-Davidson as Adminis- 
trator of Katanga Province. Bochely-Davidson is strong- 
ly pro-Communist. Senator Thomas Dodd told the 
Senate on September 16th that he had information 
from a private and highly reliable source who knows 
Bochely-Davidson that this man is not only pro-Com- 
munist but is an agent of the Soviet Secret Police. 
There we have a picture of the U.N.’s coalition govern- 
ment in the Congo. It is loaded to the hilt with Com- 
munist conspirators! How could a coalition govern- 
ment as this one in the Congo, which is so heavily 
weighted on the Communist side, produce anything but 
a regime completely subservient to the Kremlin? 


In order to throw more light on this bad news 
from the Congo and to dispel the completely meaning- 
less double talk which has been fed to the American 
people regarding what is going on there, we revert 
back to the summer of 1960. In a resolution passed on 
July 14, 1960, the U.N. Security Council authorized 
Secretary General Hammarskjold “to provide the gov- 
ernment (of the Congo) with such military assistance 
as may be necessary until . . . the National Security 
forces may be able, in the opinion of the government, 
to meet fully their task.” 


A United Press International news dispatch 
of October 25, 1960, threw more light on the 
purpose of this resolution when it said that the 
U.N. “moved into the Congo to maintain peace 
and help Lumumba reassert authority.” We 
assume that all who read the WEEKLY CRU- 
SADER realize that Patrice Lumumba was the 
Communist conspiracy’s top stooge in the Con- 


go. 


During 1960 there were repeated complaints from 
anti-Communist leaders in the Congo that the U.N. 
forces there were working to undermine them and make 
it possible for Communist Lumumba to return to power. 
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HIGHLIGHTS OF U.N. ACTION 


Here are some of the highlights of the U.N.’s use 
of the military power which they voted to themselves 
in the Congo. On August 28th at dawn, the United 
Nations forces surrounded the barracks of the Katanga 

rmy and informed the 200 Belgian officers who had 
been serving with this well-trained and disciplined 
Army that they would have to leave the country within 
24 hours. They were ordered to “surrender” to the 
U.N. command before the end of that day. The U.N. 
command also ordered out of the country many Belgian 
civilians who were serving as technicians and adminis- 
trators in various capacities. In view of the lack of 
trained Africans, this was a very harmful blow against 
the administration, the economy, and the general sta- 
bility of Katanga. 


The U.N. used pressure in an attempt to force Presi- 
dent Tshombe to reduce the size of his 10,000-man 
army, but we have heard of no similar efforts to per- 
suade Gizenga to reduce the size of his pro-Communist 
armed force of 7,000 men. We have heard or read of 
no efforts by the U.N. to remove white advisors from 
the Communist side of the Congo struggle. When 
President Kasavubu of the Congo dismissed Communist 
Lumumba in September 1960, Lumumba’s chief aid, 
Gizenga, set up an independent pro-Communist regime 
in Stanleyville. The U.N. did nothing to interfere with 
this action of setting up a Moscow-orientated regime. 


The U.N. did nothing to curb the reign of terror 
Gizenga instituted against the white residents of Orien- 
tal and Kiwu Provinces, and against his anti-Communist 
political opponents. In his September 8th speech on 
the floor of the United States Senate, Senator Dodd ac- 
cused the U.N. of doing “everything in its power to 
prevent and restrain President Kasavubu from reassert- 
ing the authority of the central government over Orien- 
tal Province.” 


MADE-TO-ORDER RED VICTORY 


The facts given above should make it quite clear 
that the Communist conspirators are very happy over 
the situation created in the Congo by the “peace” forces 


of the U.N. 


In the September 8, 1961, issue of New Times, 
published in Moscow, the Communists made no efforts 
to hide their feelings that they had won a tremendous 
victory in the Congo. In this article the Moscow Com- 
munists said: 


“The decision of the Parliament commits 
the new government to carry out all decisions 
made earlier by the Lumumba government and 
factually cancels as illegal the decisions of the 
so-called Ileo government. . .”

WE LIT THE FIRES OF FREEDOM: 1960 


A Washington brainwasher employed this trite 
cliche on July 4th, 1960. To underline his knowledge 
of “inside dope,” he said something about “attending a 
diplomatic function” and reported on a confidential 
statement by a Belgian “high official.” He quoted his 
Belgian confidant on the subject of the Congo and its 
very recent access to “independence” under a “Prime 
Minister” (Patrice Lumumba) who once served a sen- 
tence for embezzlement of 126,000 francs. This slight 
social error (with its implications of lack of character 
and moral integrity) seems to be characteristic of the 
new generation of popular leaders in the “wnderprivi- 
leged” nations. None of them appear to have held 
normal jobs. The Castro brothers never earned an 
honest penny in their lives. Of course, they early 
learned the magic formula, operating from Jakarta to 
Havana: i.e., confiscate capitalist property and live off 
the “fat of the land” as long as it lasts. 


The Belgian said accusingly that the drive for in- 
dependence, for nationalistic expression, is primarily 
traceable to American influences and ideals. Jefferson, 
Lincoln and Roosevelt are the models which the new 
cafe-au-lait statesmen try to emulate. He failed to em- 
phasize that none of these American leaders indulged 
in wholesale murder, executions, confiscations of prop- 
erty, the expulsion of entire populations, or an almost 
instantaneous embrace of international Communism 
and the dominance of the Kremlin. 


THE FIRE TURNED OUT TO BE ARSON 


Within a few days of the glittering headline, “We 
Lit the Fires of Freedom,” the wire services reported 
the first sinister flickering of the red flames in the 
Congolese jungles. Here are the tell-tale extracts: 


July 7. Mutinous Congo army soldiers broke 
into a factory in Lumbako and forced the white 
personnel to crawl at gunpoint, in front of Afri- 
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can laborers. There are reports of rape of 
European women and the “molestation” of nuns 
at Mbanza-Boma. 


Premier Lumumba tried to talk the muti- 
neers into accepting Army control. Lumumba 
promised the mutineers one step advancement 
in rank. (Reward or Appeasement? ) 


July 10. At Elisabethville, Belgian para- 
troopers saved some 4000 Whites this morning, 
including 16 Americans. Dropping from the 
skies over Luluabourg, the troopers arrived in 
the nick of time to save 1000 Whites holed up 
and fighting off a horde of Congolese soldiers, 
with shotguns, pistols and hunting rifles. 


You know the subsequent sad story. The “fires of 
freedom” flickered everywhere: Complete chaos and 
open season for the luckless Belgian Whites. — The 
U.N. decided to intervene militarily to establish order. 
It was done — with an important element: The U.S. 
Air Force flew in the various contingents. Without this 
airlift, the operation was impossible. By this act, we 
assumed moral and factual responsibility. 


Of all the Congo, only Katanga under Tshombe 
recovered promptly and established order. 


U.N. INTERVENTION IN INDONESIA 


This has happened before — in 1947. The Dutch 
held principal cities of Indonesia (it used to be Nether- 
lands East India for four Centuries!) in firm military 
grasp to safeguard Dutch properties (acquired by hard 
work), and in protection of the lives of 60,000 Dutch 
men, women and children who had barely survived the 
Japanese concentration camps. They were faced by 
the so-called “Indonesian Republic,” established by the 
Japanese occupation forces in 1945, headed by a 100% 
collaborator: Sukarno. The United Nations promptly 
backed Sukarno and our tested wartime ally, the Dutch, 
were ultimately dispossessed from the Islands which 
they had administered ably and humanely for centuries. 
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The Congolese affair looks like a similar United Na- 
tions deal in the making — this time at the expense of 
another wartime ally, the Belgians. 
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U.N. Forces converge on the Congo. 


This was a respectable military performance, denoting expert staff 
work in the military delegations to the U.N.—It was largely the 
responsibility of a very discreet Official—a right hand man to 
Hammarskjold, Mr. Cordier. As usual, the practical measures, the 
military facilities, the initial costs were carried by the United States. 
The movement of the multi-lingual troops fell upon the Air Force. 
It was done at a cost of mllions of dollars and the expert intervention 
of the American 322d Air Division, flying troops and supplies via 
Evreux-Bordeaux to Leopoldville. This unit employed C-130 “Herc- 
ules” and C-124 “Globemasters.” It was a gratifying demonstration 
of the general efficiency of American air-units abroad and the ever- 
present potential of $.A.C. in Europe. 
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It is understood (as in the case of the Dutch in 
Indonesia) that the Belgians were not necessarily 
obliged to kowtow to the United Nations’ solutions — 
good, bad or indifferent. But it was to be expected that 
they would give way in the end. The whole U.N. 
operation moved so fast and was so well co-ordinated 
that it is impossible not to suspect prior preparation. 
What will be the ultimate result of the expulsion of 
the Belgians? 

‘“*, . . How many know that in the new ‘Re- 
public’ there is the richest copper vein on earth, 
85% of the world’s cobalt and a major source 
of the highest grade uranium? Have we con- 
sidered what it would mean to lose these sup- 
plies to the Soviet enemy? 


“The enemy is acquainted with the re- 
sources, the statistics and the strategic problem. 
In his schools (of subversion) in Prague, Mos- 
cow and East Berlin, thousands of young Congo- 
lese, smuggled out through Uganda and Ethiopia, 
are being meticulously prepared for their fu- 
ture role. Reports from the hinterland indicate 
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Czech rifles (the arsenal of Communism) in 
the primitive hands of the villagers. The enemy 
is not afraid of the tribal and barbarian chaos 
that he expects; rather he prepares to provoke 
Beas’ 


Thus, the stage is set for one more Red satellite 
after the diplomatic expulsion of the Belgians. 


THE CIRCLE HAS COME FULL SWING: 1961 


Lumumba, the sorcerer’s apprentice, could not con- 
trol the evil ghosts he conjured. He fell by the way- 
side. Gizenga, a Communist stooge, trained in Prague 
and Moscow, became his heir. His province was slated 
to become the springboard for further Kremlin directed 
mischief. The Russians suffered a temporary setback 
and were expelled thru the advent of a strong man, 
Mobutu, who looked good for a while. As of Septem- 
ber 15th — they have returned. Tshombe and Katanga 
remained the sole obstacle. The United Nations began 
to move — as it did against the Dutch, in Indonesia. 


There is considerable evidence of long-range plan- 
ning (as there was in the initial airlift): The clue— 
the dispatch of a combat-ready Indian Brigade, the 
renowned Ghurka (though they did not do so well 
against the Japanese, in their day.), the strongest single 
unit in the U.N. crazy-quilt of Occupation forces. 
Kasavubu and Mobutu had no use for Dayal, the Indian 
U.N. High Commissioner; the Ghurka Brigade was 
obviously there to strengthen his hand. The stage was 
set to move against Tshombe. Hammarskjold flew in 
to observe the military operations. The U.N. coterie 
was so certain of success that they blandly dispatched a 
Gizenga follower, Egide Bochely-Davidson, to replace 
Tshombe. On that curious mission, he met his acci- 
dental death, using a chartered plane that had been 
damaged by rifle fire, the day before and reported 
patched up. Anti-Tshombe rumors of sabotage (almost 
inevitable) were scotched by the American Air Attache 
in Pretoria, who flew over the wreck and reported 
“a pattern of normal approach.” 


The U.N. military operation, a plain case of forcible 
subjugation of recalcitrant Katanga, turned sour. 
Tshombe’s resistance was as fierce as it was unexpected; 
the end is not in sight. 


REDS RETURN. ADOULA ATTACKS WEST 


It was a year ago that Russian and other Communist 
diplomats were ejected in an Army coup by Gen. Joseph 
Mobutu. 


Col. Mobutu remains commander-in-chief of Con- 
golese armed forces, but the political climate has 
changed. Power is vested in a professed unity govern- 
ment, headed by Mr. Adoula and including Communist- 
backed Deputy Premier Antoine Gizenga. 


October 20, 1961 
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Leonide Podgornov, the new Soviet charge d’af- 
faires, arrived today. He previously had been accredited 
to Mr. Gizenga’s former rebel regime in Stanleyville. 


Mr. Adoula went on the air soon after scores of 
demonstrators had paraded through Leopoldville’s 
streets shouting anti-Western slogans outside the British 
and Portuguese Embassies. Britain has been critical of 
U.N. action in Katanga. Congolese sympathize with 
rebels in Portugal’s neighboring colony of Angola. 


“Katanga is in the hands of capitalist imperialism,” 
Mr. Adoula asserted. “It is in this net of capitalist im- 
perialism where the traitor (President Moise) Tshombe 
is hopelessly enmeshed, that the real causes of the dis- 
appearance of Mr. Hammarskjold can be found. 


“How ignoble is this assassination, not the first of 
its kind perpetrated by the money powers. 


“The government has taken an important decision 
to spare no effort to end Katanga’s secession, backed 
as it is by the duplicity of trusts, holdings and capital.” 


Mr. Adoula said Katanga’s army was bolstered not 
only by Belgians but also by “rogues of all kinds who 
are guilty of rape and assassination in Algeria for more 
than five years. Also it is bolstered by Rhodesians, 
South Africans and English whose hatred of the colored 
man is universally known.” 


Many free world diplomats in the Congolese capital 
were concerned at the apparent anti-Western gist of 
Mr. Adoula’s remarks and feared the death of Mr. 
Hammarskjold might result in a strengthening of Lu- 
mumbist influence in the government. 


Meanwhile, the pro-Communist Lumumbist named 
by the Congo’s central government last week to take 
over the administration of Katanga, Egide Bochely- 
Davidson, found himself impeded by a bullet-punctu- 
ated state of siege at Elisabethville, the provincial capi- 
tal. He spent his whole stay there at the U.N.-guarded 
airport, never setting foot within the town. 


A U.N. plane brought him back to Leopoldville. 


While Hammarskjold was still lying in state in a 
small church in Ndola, a temporary “cease-fire” and 
the senior U.N. representative were agreed upon.(*) 
This was desirable—but a non-committal gesture. 
Such a “cease-fire” was arranged by the U.N. in 1947 
between Sukarno and the Dutch forces in the N.EL, 
at a time when the Dutch held the whip-hand. In the 
end, however, a faithful wartime Ally of the West was 
euchered out of Indonesia in favor of Sukarno, a flag- 
rant, known Japanese collaborator: we doubt that the 
U.N. will permit Tshombe to remain “secessionist.” 


In the meantime, the reactions of two typical “neu- 
tralists’ (who attended the Belgrade Conference) are 
suggestive. 
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European cartoons are essentially political. They rarely touch on 
“social issues” — one of the American characteristics. Mid-Europe is 
under the Russian guns. No wonder, they watch every move of the 
Communist Super-State. The Congo naturally is in the lime-light of 
public interest. It is perfectly understood that Guinea and Ghana 
are Kremlin associates, indeed, potential Russian bases on the African 
West coast. N’Krumas (Ghana ) and Sekoue Toure (Guinea) aspire 
to ultimate African leadership. Their maneuvers within the Congo 
are sufficiently well known. Recently, Mali split from Senegal. 
Ghana is eying a potential regrouping. But behind Ghana looms 
Guinea, overrun by every category of Communist “technician,” prin- 
cipally Czecho-Slovakian. This messy turmoil of conflicting ambi- 
tions is typical of Africa— indeed typical of every other Communist 
area, as in Latin-America: the conflict of ambitious Communist ad- 
venturers, the jockeying for power, “dog eat dog.” 





India: The U.N. delegate Krishna Menon, running 
true to form, utilized a formal eulogy of Hammar- 
skjold’s, to slip in his customary dose of diplomatic 
venom by hinting darkly at “some form of sabotage” 
(of Hammarskjold’s plane crash). He pilloried the 
Government of Rhodesia “for organizing and leading 
European mercenaries in Katanga who, in effect have 
declared war against the U.N.” 


Ghana: This African outpost and port-of-entry for 
Red Russia lost no time to repeat the Menon “smear.” 
The “Ghanaian Times,’ a Nkrumah newspaper, an- 
nounced accusingly: “... We declare with gravest con- 
viction that Hammarskjold was the victim of a de- 
liberate attack engineered by Britain and executed by 
Sir Roy Welensky and that African traitor Moise 
Tshombe . . .” When the British Ambassador pro- 
tested, the Ghanaian Government “. . . disassociated 
itself from editorial allegations .. .” This is court-room 
technique when damaging innuendo is introduced by 
one of the lawyers or prosecutors. An “objection” is 
filed and the Judge may order the removal of the of- 
fending passages — but the impact on the jury remains: 
one cannot “expunge” memory. 





(*) Events move at such a dizzy pace (especially in volatile 
Africa) that a report is obsolescent when it is typed. — and probably 
out of date when it is printed. This limits “news” to dailies and 
weeklies. Monthly magazines are obviously at a disadvantage.

This New Times article went on to speak of “im- 
portant decisions” which were mentioned in a telegram 
from Gizenga to Prime Minister Adoula. These im- 
portant decisions were in regard to appointments of 
Gizenga’s followers to key posts in the coalition gov- 
ernment. The New Times article quoted from another 
telegram sent by Gizenga to Adoula in which he was 
speaking of the necessity of removing from the Army 
“all soldiers and officers who are against the unity of 
the country.” The telegram also mentioned measures 
in relation to Mobuta that had been previously agreed 
upon between Gizenga and Adoula. 





Colonel Mobuta is the officer who ordered 
the Communist conspirators out of the Congo 
during September 1960, and the Communists 
got out. This is the only language Satanic Com- 
munist conspirators understand; and if those 
responsible for the foreign policies of our na- 
tion understood this simple fact and acted ac- 
cordingly, the tide would begin to turn against 
international Communism. 


WE FINANCE CONGO FIASCO 


In this New Times article, there is no talk by the 
Communist conspirators of a middle of the road solu- 
tion or any compromise with the non-Communists. 
The language of the article is completely uncompro- 
mising. It speaks in terms of total victory for Com- 
munism in the Congo and it also speaks in terms of 
the elimination of anti-Communists in the Congo. Let 
us not forget that our tax money is paying for about 
one half of this infamous Congo operation, the total 
cost of which has already run to around $100 million. 
Let us also remember that the Soviet Union has re- 
fused to pay its part in this Congo operation, according 
to the last information we have. 


Katanga, which the powers-that-be in the U.N. saw 
fit to attack on behalf of a Communist-dominated coali- 
tion government, is the one province of the Congo 
where law and order has been maintained. It is the 
only province in the Congo that has an efficient ad- 
ministration and has been able to improve its economic 
position since being granted independence. President 
Tshombe is probably our best friend in the Congo. 


According to Senator Dodd, in his September 8th 
speech on the floor of the Senate, Tshombe and most 
of his Cabinet members are devoutly religious men 
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whose profound enmity towards Communism springs 
from their adherence to moral values. On September 
16th Senator Dodd pointed out to the Senate that: 


“If Katanga has enjoyed prosperity while 
the rest of the Congo has been going downgrade 
politically and economically, this is largely be- 
cause of Belgian capital and Belgian knowhow 
and the excellent relations that have existed be- 
tween the Belgian technicians and advisors and 
their Katangese counterparts.” 


According to Senator Dodd —and we firmly be- 
lieve that he is entirely correct the action of the 
U.N. against the Tshombe government will not help 
| Katanga but will create poverty and economic chaos 
in this once prosperous province. 


AN APPEAL TO REASON 


On September 15th, President Tshombe told re- 
porter Peter Younghusband that “they (the U.N.) have 
lied to me and have murdered my people . . .” Tshombe 
went on to make the following appeal to the free 
world: “I appeal to the free world —to Britain, to 
France, to America — to all nations who treasure the 
principles of freedom and the right of a people to self- 
determination — to bring this terrible thing to an end.” 


In this same news dispatch, reporter Peter Young- 
husband told of a visit he made to U.N. Headquarters 
in the Congo. He found the executive staff living on 
tea and biscuits and sleeping on stretchers. He went on 
to say: “Deputy Chief Political Officer Michem Tom- 
belaine was unshaven and hollow-eyed from lack of 
sleep. U.N. Chief Conor O’Brien was tense and nerv- 
ous. Only the ebullient, smiling Indian military com- 
mander of the U.N. forces in Katanga, Brigadier Raja, 
seemed refreshed and at ease.” The previous actions 
of this U.N. representative from Nehru’s India showed 
him to be very strongly pro-Communist. Perhaps that 
has something to do with his seeming to be the only 
one who was refreshed and at ease. 


As is usually the case in important pro-Communist 
operations such as the U.N.’s Congo action, the facts 
are not being given to the American people by our 
public opinion forming media upon which they depend. 
Informed Americans know that this was the case in 
the loss of eastern European nations to the Communist 
conspiracy, and in the loss of China, in the loss of Cuba 
to Communism and in other Communist takeover oper- 
ations. 


In his Senate speech on September 16th, Senator 
Dodd warned our Senators of the fraud being perpe- 


trated in this Congo situation as follows: 


“Today the agrarian reformer thesis — that 
most shopworn political fraud in history — is 
again being plied, with minor variations in 
an effort to persuade us that the coalition gov- 
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ernment established by the U.N. in Leopoldville 
is not really Communist or weighted in favor of 
the Communists, but is essentially a coalition of 
solid moderates . . .” 


If this tragic sellout continues to its completion, 
about a year after it is all over, our State Department 
and left-wing newspapers will be clamoring for more 
of American taxpayers’ money to spend in Africa to 
halt the spread of Communism. Now is the time to 
halt this Satanic conspiracy in the Congo, not after the 
sellout is completed. 


EVEN LIBERALS OBJECT 


The Congo operation of the U.N. shocked even 
the New York Times. In an editorial in the September 
16, 1961, New York Times readers were told: 


“The United Nations set a precedent of worldwide 
implications and considerable risk to itself when its 
troops forcibly put an end to the secession of the Con- 
go’s Katanga State, liquidated the separatist regime of 
President Tshombe, and declared Katanga to be a Con- 
golese Province. This military operation, preceded by 
the removal of all white officers from the Katanga 
Army, reached its climax in a pitched battle when 
United Nations troops, in taking over Government 
installations, met armed resistance from Katanga forces. 


“The action is a further expansion of Secretary 
General Hammarskjold’s concept of the United Nations 
as a ‘dynamic instrument of government’ in a growing 
‘organized international community’ geared for ‘execu- 
tive action.’ ” 


According to the latest information we have, the 
New York Times’ report that these U.N. forces liqui- 
dated President Tshombe’s regime is premature. At 
the time we are going to press with this WEEKLY 
CRUSADER we have no information that this in- 
famous operation has succeeded in liquidating the gov- 
ernment of our good friend, Moise Tshombe. 


News reports indicate the Communist-controlled 
Congolese National Army was set to invade Katanga 
at the time U.N. forces undertook this invasion in be- 
half of the Communist dominated coalition govern- 
ment. The New York Times editorial from which we 
quoted above said in regard to this: “In Korea, the 
United Nations went to war to check outright aggres- 
sion. In Katanga it seeks to avert civil war by removing 
a potential belligerent, and not the one threatening to 
tak...” 


Senator Thomas Dodd submitted a resolution to 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee calling for 
the establishment of a select committee of the Senate 
to investigate the situation in the Congo. To our knowl- 
edge, his resolution did not see the light of day in the 
past session of Congress. If past patterns are followed, 
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it will be buried, lost, and forgotten in the pressure of 
promoting socialistic measures in our nation and the 
pressure of double talk which amounts to appeasement 
of the international Communist conspiracy. 


WHAT WE MUST DO 


It is long past time in the United States for 
an exposure of those responsible for leading 
our nation into disaster after disaster. These 
architects of disaster should at the least be dis- 
missed from government service. Grave dig- 
gers of America, hidden at key spots throughout 
our government, will lead us into the chains 
and slavery of the Communist conspiracy if this 
tragic situation is not changed. 


In his September 16th Senate speech on the Congo 
crisis, Senator Dodd pointed out that our policy makers 
are dependent upon desk subordinates who sift all in- 
formation that comes in and present what they consider 
to be the key facts to their superiors. Regarding these 
subordinates, Senator Dodd said: 


“I believe that these nameless subordinates 
at desk positions have been responsible for 
many of our policy disasters. I believe that the 
continuity of disasters under both Democratic 
and Republican administrations can be traced 
to a continuity in this personnel at desk level...” 
Informed Americans know that a thorough in- 
vestigation of policy makers and policy making 
in our State Department is far past due. 





COMMUNIST ASSAULT 
ON THE SOUTH 


Front page headlines in the Communist WORKER 
of October 8, 1961, read: “SET MASS VOTE DRIVE 
IN SOUTH WITHIN 30 DAYS.” In this article Com- 
munist conspirators were told: “Leaders of the ‘non- 
violent mass direct action’ Negro freedom movement 
adopted plans last weekend to tumble the walls of 
segregation in the entire South through the weight of 
a powerful non-violent freedom army . . . Focal point 
of the massive anti-segregation assault will be a voter 
registration drive scheduled to get under way in Mont- 
gomery, Ala., within 30 days. It will be extended to 
other parts of the South in the month following. . .” 


WHO ARE THE PERPETRATORS? 


The Communists claim that there were more 
than 300 delegates from every state in the South 
at this meeting and that they represented more 
than 70 organizations. The Conference was 
sponsored by the “Southern Christian Leader- 
ship Conference.” Among the participating or- 
ganizations were the NAACP, CORE, the Nation- 
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al Urban League, and the U.S. National Student 
Association. 


Communist interest in a bloc vote in the South is 
nothing new. They have been looking forward for 
years to a Negro bloc vote in the South which would 
elect candidates favorable to Communist objectives. As 
far back as 1928, the Communists in the United States 
published a booklet entitled “American Negro Prob- 
lems” by John Pepper, who was a representative of 
Moscow. Of course, his real name was not John Pep- 
per, but Joseph Pogany. This Kremlin agent revealed 
the Communist plot to use the Southern Negro politi- 
cally in their program of racial strife for the United 
States. He said that “The Negroes of the South are 
disfranchised politically,” and called attention to “the 
tremendous revolutionary possibilities’ in the racial 
agitation plot. 


These political plans the Communists have for the 
South were revealed further by Pettis Perry, one of the 
foremost Negro Communist leaders, during 1951. He 
was reporting on the Communist plan to use Jewish, 
Catholic and Protestant organizations in furtherance 
of the plot to communize the South. Perry told Com- 
munist leaders: “Dixiecrats admit that the Negroes in 
certain areas constitute such an overwhelming majority 
that a whole number of Congressmen would come from 
them, and that in other areas every officer and official 
would be ‘members of the Negro race.’” 


In the December 1955 issue of their official month- 
ly, Political Affairs, Communist leaders called on the 
conspirators to bring about a “crushing defeat for Dixie- 
cratism” because “without such a victory over the Dixie- 
crats, it is difficult to envision any major forward social 
advance of the labor movement.” John Gates, editor 
of the Daily Worker at that time, said in a speech at 
Carnegie Hall, New York City, on January 20, 1956: 
“If the Negroes and poor Whites of the South could 
vote, the Eastlands would be voted out of power.” 


In the article in the October 8, 1961, Communist 
W orker from which we quoted above, the Communists 
quoted Martin Luther King as asking the following 
question at the Southern Leadership Conference meet- 
ing in Nashville: “Did you ever stop to think that 
Senator James Eastland is elected a Senator by only 
100,000 votes?” The Worker claimed that Dr. King’s 
talk was heard by more than 2,000 persons. 


Communist conspirators seem certain that a 
large Negro bloc vote will advance their plot to 
enslave America. Race hatred is not the answer 
to this grave peril. Intelligent Christian Negroes 
would not want their people to be used as a 
faceless bloc vote in behalf of pro-Communist 
politicians if they knew the background and pur- 
pose of this agitation. Now is the time to make 
these truths known.
